1. The Minister of the Interior shall have the control and management 
of the Geological Survey of Canada, and there shall be a branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior known as the Geological Survey Branch, which shall, 
under the control of the Minister, take charge of and conduct the Geological 
Survey of the several Provinces and Territories of the Dominion.

2. The Governor in Council fmay, from time to time, appoint a suitable 
person, to be the Director of the Geological Survey, with such assistants ag are 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act.

3. The objects and purposes of the survey and the museum in connection 
therewith, shall be to elucidate the geology and mineralogy of Canada, and 
tomake a full and scientific examination of the various strata, soils, ores, 
coals, oils and mineral waters, and of its recent fauna and flora so as to afford 
to the mining, metallurgical and other interests of the country,’correct and full 
information as to its character and resources. 40 V., c. 9,8. 2. 


4. The persons in charge of the said survey shall: 


(a.) Collect, classify and arrange such specimens as are necessary to 
insure a complete and exact knowledge of the mineralogical resources of the 
several Provinces and Territories of Canada; carry on paleontological investi- 
gations, study and report upon the fauna and flora of Canada, and make such 
other researches as will best tend to insure the carrying into effect the object 
and purposes of this Act; 


(b.) Collect the necessary materials for a Canadian museum of natural his- 
9 ry, mineralogy and geology ; 
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(c.) Report from time to time, in such manner and form as the Minister 
directs, their proceedings under this Act, and furnish proper maps, diagrams, 
drawings and collections of specimens to illustrate the same. 40 V., ¢. 9,8. 3. 


&. The Director of the Geological Survey shall, as soon as may be after the 
close of each calendar year, make a full rerort to the Minister, of the proceed- 
ings and work of the Survey for the year, and the results thereof, in such 
manner and form, and with such details, maps, diagrams and drawings as are 
requisite to elucidate the same; andthe Minister shall cause the same to be 
laid before Parliament, with such remarks, explanations and recommendations. 
as he thinks proper. 40 V.,c. 9,8. 4. 


» 6. The museum shall be open to the public from ten o’clock in the forenoon 
until four o’clock in the afternoon daily, Sundays excepted, and shall be fur- 
nished with such books, instruments and apparatus as are necessary for 
scientific reference, and for the prosecution of the survey; and the Governor 
in Council may, from time to time, cause the enlargement of the museum, and 
the distribution of duplicate specimens to scientific, literary and educational 
institutions in Canada and other countries. 40 V., c. 9,8. 9. 


7@. The Director of the Geological Survey shall, for the purpose of obtaining 
an accurate basis from which the geological and topographical features of the 
country may be ascertained, and for the purpose of connecting together local 
and partial surveys, cause such topographical, geographical or other measure- 
ments or observations to be made, and such monuments or marks to be placed, 
as are deemed necessary. 40 V.,¢. 9,8. 9. 


S. All railway and canal companies over which the Parliament of Canada. 
has jurisdiction, shall, if incorporated after the twenty-second day of May, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, furnish to the Geological Survey, with- 
out charge, certified copies of all plans and sections of their surveys; and all 
such companies theretofore incorporated, shall furnish such plans and sections. 
upon the demand of the Director of the Geological Survey, and at the cost of 
the Department.

MUSEUM. 


The Geological and Natural History Museum and Headquarters of the Survey 
were, in accordance with an Act of the Dominion Parliament, 40 Vic., cap. 9, 
sec. 7, removed from Montreal to Ottawa, and are now established in a three- 
story stone building on the corner of Sussex and George streets. 
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The large increase of visitors to the Museum, since its removal from Montreal 
fully justifies the action of the Government in transferring it to the Capital. 
The largest number of names entered in the register of visitors for any one 
year at Montreal, was 1,652, and this number in 1880, was reduced to 1,183 ; 
whereas, at Ottawa, at the end of the first year, there were 9,549 names regis- 
tered ; at the end of the second year 10,806 ; at the end of the third 12,325; at 
the end of 1888, 17,414. 

The ground floor contains offices, library,and chemical laboratory. 

On the first floor there are two rooms devoted to museum purposes—the larger 
one, 103 feet long by 34 feet wide, contains upwards of 4,000 geological and 
mineralogical specimens, arranged in cases to illustrate the economic and 
scientific geology of the Dominion. The specimens are labelled, showing the 
localities from which they were obtained, and the formations to which they 
belong. The economic collection is arranged under the following heads :—

The smaller of the two rooms on this floor is 18 feet long and 22 feet wide. It 
contains a large series of objects of Indian manufacture, both ancient and 
modern, principally from the Pacific Coast of the Dominion, and from Western 
Ontario, besides a fine collection of Eskimo implements, &c. The total number 
of specimens illustrative of Canadian ethnology and archzology, which are on 
exhibition in the cases in this room, is nearly 3,000, and the whole collection is 
carefully labelled. 

The rooms on the second floor are of the same dimensions as those on the first 
floor. The larger one contains upwards of 13,000 specimens of Canadian fossils, 
representing between 3000 and 4000 species; and about 6,000 species of shells, 
comprising upwards of 14,000 specimens, most of which are exotic. There are 
also in this room some miscellaneous zoological specimens, such as mounted 
examples of Canadian Mammalia, and a few articulated skeletons. 

The smaller room on this floor, the hall between it and the large room, and 
part of the stair-case are now utilized for the exhibition of the collection of 
Canadian mammals, birds and turtles.

The Entomological collection in the Museum of the Survey contains about 
10,000 specimens belonging to all orders. The Lepidoptera are most largely 
represented and include specimens from all parts of the world. During the last 
two years large additions have been made to the Coleoptera, chiefly of Cana- 
dian species, and although as yet the collections in the other orders are small, 
they are being gradually increased as occasion offers. 

The nucleus of the Entomological collection was purchased from Capt Gamble 
Geddes in 1887, and, since that time, many valuable contributions have been 
made by different members of the Survey staff. 

The Museum possesses an Herbarium containing upwards of 17,519 sheets of 
specimens, including specimens from Canada, Europe and the United States. 


LIBRARY. 


In the Library there are about 7,500 volumes and 2,600 pamphlets,;comprising 
mainly works of reference on Geology, Mineralogy, Metallurgy, Chemistry 
and Natural History.
